Seen for Mites 

As the result of the ennrmuus 
amount of hay which was stored in 
the harn, the flumes roHe so high Into 
the air that they could he seen for 
many miles. This was also cause 
for the Intense heat which kept the 
ilremon at a distance moat of the 
time. 

It la the belief of the llremen that 
the cause of the flro was Bponlun- 
€OUB combustion in the hay. The 
barn was lUHUred for u relatively 
small amount in comparison with the 
heavy loss Huffered.

After Quarrel 
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/y( Fred W. Splering ot Chicago was 
*"' brought yesterday to the county Jail 
by Dqputy Sliorlff Hudson, where ho 
is being held on a charge ot assault 
with the Intent to commit murder- in 
connection witli the shooting Monday 
of Clarence Splering. 30, a farmer nt 
Hickory Corners, five miles cast of 
Antloch. 

The story of the shooting was un- 
folded Tuesday night to Col. Smith. 
As the younger Splering leaned 
against the door of his liome in an 
attempt to keep out his steptathor, 
with whom he hud been quarrelling 
he was sliot In the ahoiiider by a .45 
calibre revolver bullet. 

The bullet went through the screen 
door and the glass of the permanent 
door, scraping six Inches of fiesh be- 
fore it lodged in Splerlug's shoulder 
muscle. It Is reported that his wife 
■was in Chicago nt the time of tlio 
shooting. 

Tlie wound was dressed by Dr. 
Warrinor at Antloch Monday night 
and Tuesday morning. Dr. "Warrlnor 
and Dr. Heebo removed the lend to- 
gether with several bits of glass 
which had found tlielr way Into the 
victim's shoulder. 

Fred Splering. Stales Attorney A. 
V. Smith was informed, Is the step- 
father of the wounded youth. Ho 
autliorizcd the .iasuanco of tlio war- 
rant before Justice Harry lloyt. 

According to Iho younger Splering. 
his stepfather was divorced by the 
mother several months ago, follow- 
Ing which she made her homo with 
her son at lUclcory .Corners. Fred 
Splering I was forced to. pay alimony 
under a court oril^r. 

It is said that In on attempt to 
slop the alimony paymertta, the Chi- 
cagoau visited the 'farm several 
times. On a number -of those occu- 
alons" Fred Splering made throats 
ogalBBt his stoiMJo'ri.

Believed to bave been struck down 
and killed by a "vampire" car, the 
body of Holenberg, 45, was found on 
Highway 8a a mile north of Antloch 
shortly before midnight Sunday. The 
body was found lying on the west 
half of the road with the head almost 
In tlie middle of the road. Coroner 
Schmitz with the assistance of Attor- 
ney McEvoy and a Jury sworn in 
Monday are conducting tlie Investiga- 
tion to determine the exact manner 
In which Holenberg came to his 
death and who was responalble for It. 
Monday the Coroner brought the Jury 
to the scene of tho accident. 

Antloch Men Find Body '^.f 

First reports of the death of Holen- 
berg were brought to Antioch oy 
Harold Ellis and Byron Corbin who 
notified Coiistalde James Horan. Af- 
ter tho finding ot the body, Horaa 
immediately called Coroner Schmitz 
of- Kenosha county by phone. Tho 
body was removed to Kenosha. 

According to Mr. and Mrs. Stanton, 
with whom he made his home for the 
last five years, Holenberg left early 
Sunday morning without informing 
them of his plans. It Is believed ho 
was returning to the Stanton home 
when the fatal accident occurred. 

It was found that Holenberg had 
been struck between the knee and 
the hip on the left leg. He suffered 
a broken neck and a severe scalp 
wound. 

The first call to Kenosha was made 
by John Helgeson, a bartender at 
Roy's Place, about a quarter of a. 
mile from the spot where the body 
was found. 

When found, the body was still 
warm and It Is tluught that Holen- 
berg had not been dead more than 30 
minutes.
